.sclf is free from a rotten scheme, the 
only; ob.iect of which is to provide funds 
for the next general election. 

Tlie galleries of the Coriiuioiis were 
packed ti3 tsufTocation in aiiliciiiation of 
llie speeches. Sir Wilfrid Ivaurier rose, 
l-ale end nervou.«, shortly after 3 
o'cliK-k, and read u bt-ief written docu- 
ment that Mr. Ulair had objected to the 
MoiictoiHfjevis line as iiaralleliug tli,e 
Intercolonial, which the government did 
not admit, and further objec'.ed to the 
proposed methods of (x>n!nnicti"n. Ex- 
cept oti the railway question, Mr. Blair 
was still in sympathy wfth his col- 
leagues. 

.Mr. JUaii- tlien took the lloor. He 
couiineiiced by referring to the news- 
paper slalements to to the reasons why 
he liiid left the cabinet, and denied tliat 
there had been any pique ou his part, 
or thnt there had been an.v disagree- 
nient with his colleagues ou mattert) of 
general policy. 

Then the ex-Minlstor of ■Itnil'wnys pro- 
ceeded with his story. He intinmtetl 
that the break with his colleagues took 
place ^)rijnarily on the fourth of July;

final action was deferred until the 13th. 
He clearly showed that the stateinciltes 
in the newspapers, that he ignored any 
connection with tlie Gniiid Tnink Paci- 
fic negotiations, were absolutely correct. 

•Without going into any detailed ac- 
count of the Grand Trank Tacilic pi-o- 
posalsj and the aid which the goveni- 
nieiit proposed, the ex-minister empha- 
sized the litter i:4'Jiorance of the gov- 
ernment; themselves a« to the natnro 
and possibilities of llie country llirongh 
which the Monctoii-\\*iniiilieg line 
would pass. He called attention to tiie 
f;ict that the jiroposed line between 
M.oiicton niul Quebec. paraUelintr as it 
does tlie governiiK'tit line, jiracticully 
iiieaiis Llie ruin of the Intercoloiiinl rail- 
"way. 

'He emphasized the absurdity of build- 
ing the larger portion of the road and 
then handing it over to the Grand 
Trunk I'acihc, and boinisiiig the fat 
portion ■which they would Iniilil. He 
came out fairly and siiuarely lor one 
ginenirnent line stretching from the At- 
lantic to the Pacilic, an<l. failing that, 
was prepareil to endorse the buiidiiig of 
line by the Grand Triuik I'licitic from 
ocean lo ocean with liberal aid from tlie 
federal treasury, provide<l that one-lhiii 
of the net revenue went into the Domin- 
ion exchequer. Those suggestions pass- 
ed unhealed. He had not n single sup- 
porter in the cabinet. Mence he fstepped 
down and out. 

The House was profoundly astonished 
at the annouiiceiiiont that the rreniier 



wanted Mr. Blair to remain in tho cab- 
inet, although he is stoutly opposed to 
the-Gruirtl Truuk Pacilic scheme, Sir 
Wiltrid himself vol'uuteering to put the 
bill through. 

Signilioaiit also was Mr, Blair's refer- 
ence to the cordial relations which bad 
e.Kisted between hijnself au l "eoino of 
his coileogiies." 

Hon. VI r. iBordeu made 8 rattling 
s',])eeeli, in which be called attention to 
the jiromise of the government at the 
lieginuiiig of the ticssion to appoint a 
traiis|iortation comllli^;f;ioIl, ami then pro- 
ceed lo nef-'otiate with the Grand Truuk 
raeilic jiroiuoters wilhoiit a commis- 
sion having been a-ppoiiited nt all. lie 
asked a further explanation from the 
leader of tho IIoiTne. 

Mr. Tiirle followed ■with some irter- 
esting remarks. In reply to the attack 
of the Toronto XewM, that he had noi 
the couiideirce of bis late colleagues, he 
said tliey recommended liini for knigiiT- 
IkhhI, but fie did not accept. 

Sir Wilfrid Laiirier denied any knowl- 
edge of the Toioiilo News' attiick. He 
would iill the cabinet vacancy iu duo 
time, but wiiiild not promise to be iu 
any hurry. He insiisted that Mr. Blair's 
omrse was contrary to the interests of 
liiumelf, hie friends, hi» province and 
his country, ut a time when Canada 
wanted a strong transponutiou policy. 
The subject tlien dropped. 

It is reported" toui^'ht tliat Mr. PicUl- 
ing is to go to tho railway department.
